It's one o'clock In the 
afternoon at Florida State 
University. But you wouldn't 
know It. Classrooms are 
empty. Cafeterias are 
hushed. The only sound Is a 
droning television set In the 
main auditorium. Will Kelly 
Cole be found guilty of 
murdering Eddie Duran, or wll 
Line Tveler, the man she 
loves, find the real killer 
before It's too late? For the 
answers to these questions 
and many more... tune In 
tomorrow. The students at 
Florida State will be doing 
just that, and so will millions 
more across the country. 

This Is the phenomenon of 
the daytime drama — or as 
they're more commonly 
known, soap operas. 

It all started over 25 years 
ago when Search For 
Tomorrow hit the radio air 
waves. At that time, only 
soap companies would 
sponsor the shows, hence 
the name. Since then, 
thirteen additional soap 
operas have made a home for 
themselves — In other 
people's homes. Daytime 
dramas have become a 
multi-million dollar business, 
spawning dozens of gossip 
magazines, newsletters, and 
fan clubs. Even the Montreal 
Gazette understands the soap 
opera phenomenon, having 
recently started a weekly 
column which gives a 
synopsis of all the shows, for 
those who have "missed an 
episode." 



Why are the soaps so 
popular? Linda Yasskin, a 
third year McGill English 
major explains why: "It's a 
break from the outside world. 

I don't take them seriously. 
They're fun, but very 
addictive." 

And the addiction shows 
no signs of letting up. 

Another World, one of the 
best-loved soaps, was 
expanded to ninety minutes 
last summer. The CTV 
network, which carries the 
program, does so with good 
reason: B.B.M. ratings 
Indicate a viewership of 
1,502,000. A 30-second spot 
on the show costs $1,650.00 
Soap operas are serious 
business. 

GIno ApponI, a second 
year Communications major, 
however, sees the soaps as 
pure entertainment: '-I get a 
good laugh out of them. 
Watching children grow up In 
a few months and then enter 
medical school... and the 
way actors are substituted 
overnight. I only watch 
Another World and I am not 
addicted, I am not addicted, I 
am not addicted..." 

There's no doubt that the 
soaps have grown up 
considerably since those 
early days of radio. And 
vocabularies have matured 
too. Where once sex and 
pregnancy were taboo, the 
soaps are now exploring 
subjects like rape, 
impotence, vasectomies and 
abortions. When characters 
are not In bed, they are 



One of the most blatant of 
the bed-hopping soaps Is The 
Young and the Restless. 

What the title doesn't tell 
you, the character's actions . 
do. But obviously somebody 
out there Is watching. In 
February, Thé Young and the 
Restless expands to one 
hour. 

Nighttime television has 
also been swept aboard the 
soap suds. One of the 
hottest shows during prime 
time right now Is Dallas. 
Dallas has all the elements 
of the successful soap — 



steamy sex and rough 
violence. But above all, 

Dallas has the main 
Ingredient: juicy characters. 
It's the characters more than 
anything else which keeps 
the viewer glued to that set. 

Second year Arts History 
student Anna Falasconi 
started watching after her 
mother began filling her in: "I 
got so Interested after she 
started telling me, I started 
watching myself. I got to like 
the characters and I got 
Involved. I guess I just got 
hooked." 

The soaps are hooking 



more and more people. Few 
are ashamed to admit it. It 
could be because the soaps 
have gained a certain 
respectability with 
endorsements from stars like 
Carol Burnett (an All My 
Children fanatic), and Sammy 
Davis Jr. (who schedules his 
work around Love of Life). 
Two years ago Time 
magazine did a cover story 
on daytime dramas, and the 
appearance of shows like 
Soap and Mary Hartman, 
Mary Hartman have added 
credibility to the soaps.

A truly new musical 
phenomenon attracted the 
world's attention In the 
seventies-Reggae. Bob Marley 
and the Wallers have been 
consistently referred to as the 
leaders of the next wave, As 
Elvis robbed many of the 
Black rock’n roll artists of his 
time with his white adaptation

Sleep- 
walker released in early 1977 
was the beginning of the new 
Kinks. Following this Ip was -

Sunrivors of another era and 
place are Roy Clark and 
Gatemouth Brown. Roy Clark, 
the country and western 
guitarist who has been quite 
successful in Middle America 
for some time now has never 
come across on the youth 
market. Gatemouth Brown Is a 
living record of the first sparks 
of Rock’n’roll as it was known

This is a seemingly unlikely 
combination for a duet.

The 
amount of energy that comes 
out of the hi-fi after placing 
the stylus down on the vinyl is 
almost enough to be har- 
nessed as a new source of 
fuel for our ailing economies. 
(Wait 'til Jane Fonda gets a 
hold of this disc, Ed.) 

What costs fifteen million 
dollars and three years to 
make? Tusk. Fleetwood Mac, 
now more than twelve years 
old, has enjoyed astronomical 
sales and publicity In the past 
five years to emerge at the 
end of the decade at the 
supergroup of the seventies.

Origami 



The Inner 



by Susan McQIbbon 
and Martha Nestor 

One of the world's foremost 
origami artists lives here In 
Montreal. Yuklo Ohno's work 
is currently on display at the 
Center For Visual Arts on 
Victoria Ave. 

According to Ohno, origami 
Is like a flower, for the 



beautiful forms made by 
folding* paper are thrown out 
once they've faded. But the 
short lifetime of his pieces 
makes his work no less 
important. In fact, the 
ephemeral pâture of origami 
creates a statement of Its 
own. 

In Japan, origami Is 



considered “child's play, 
which Irritates Ohno. It's 
taught there only In 
kindergarten and It's taken 
about as seriously as 
western fingerpainting. Ohno 
does not believe that children 
can fully appreciate or 
explore the potential of 
origami. 



“The Japanese do not took 
around themselves and at 
their own culture to see that 
this folding of paper Is bound 
In their culture, and is used 
in ritual and tradition," Ohno 
said. 

Yuklo Ohno used to be a 
sculptor In Japan; he was 
considered a "master" of art 
at the university where he 
taught. Eventually, the 
pressures of trying to “teach 
art," a contradiction in it- 
self, caused Ohno to suffer a - 
nenrous breakdown. He 
began origami as a therapy 
which grew into an artform 
for him. Yuklo came to 
Canada, pursued his Master 
of Fine Arts degree' at 
Concordia, worked at sundry 
odd jobs, and always 
practiced origami on the 
side. He taught Japanese 
and origami at the Center For 
Visual Arts. 

Ohno will return to Japan In 
the summer. He would 
ultimately like to Impress 
upon the Japanese people 
that origami Is more than 
paper folding.' 

“In Japan, art objects are 
pretty things— decorations, 
commodities— whereas in the 
West there Is a more serious 
attitude towards artwork, and 
a more receptive audience for 
I origami," Ohno said. 

One reason for his return to 
Japan Is'to find the perfect 
origami paper. There Is, he 
says, an old woman In the 
Japanese countryside 
outside Osaka who 
hand-presses rice paper 
without chemicals. She tests 
this paper against the 
weather for durability. Ohno 
Is looking for the most 
Indestructable paper so that 
his work might endure for as 
long as possible. 

Ohno is enthusiastic about 
his work. "The feeling Is 
Inside, not outside, and Is 
not comparable to drugs. 
When I work, I feel a bright, 
bright light which erases 
tediousness and frustration. 
It's all In the hands, which In 
origami should speak before 
the head."

The Museum of Fine Arts: 

Pearls Among Swine

The Montreal Museum of 
Fine Arts Is like a towering 
cumulus cloud — massive In 
appearance but flimsy In 
content. It features eighteen 
departments ranging from 
Greek to Twentieth Century 
Art and Includes separate 
galleries of Precolumbian, 

African and Islamic art. 

Though this sounds Im- 
pressive, the museum Is ' 
disappointing because many 
of the collections are In- 
substantial In size and often 
housed in small rooms. 

However, this may be an 
asset In that, due to the lack 
of a great number of works, 
the viewer can devote proper 
- attention to the works offered. 

Some collections do in fact 
contain some real gems. The 
Modern Art gallery Is an 
example. 

Henri Matisse’s Woman at a 
Window (1922) is a bright 
painting which exemplifies 
Matisse's imaginative use of 
color: subtle stripes of pink, 
white, yellow, aqua and grey 
comprise the window sill.

So are they all 
honourable men 
To the Editor 

I offer this opinion In 
response to Melissa 
Haussmann’s letter printed In 
Wednesday’s Dally Insisting 
McGill was “Incredibly . for- 
tunate" to have John* Dean 
speak here a week ago. To 
begin with, J’m not so sure Ms. 
Haussmann holds the minority 
view she is convinced she 
holds. Ethics are easily 
overlooked as silly, peripheral 
and picky, especially by this, 
our generation of Indifference 
and unconcern. And while It Is 
pertinent In this case, as many 
have chosen to deny Its 
significance as have seen fit to 
appreciate It. 

Ms. Haussmann’s argument 
rests on comparisons she Is 
able to make by virtue of her 
experience with Colby. 
College's Speakers' Com- 
mittee, comparisons that 
suggest .Dean's' financial 
demands were reasonable, 
especially In the light of his 
notoriety and the Interesl his 
appearance was asssured of 
generating. In choosing among 
prospective visiting speakers,' 
these are indeed the criteria 
one should consider. Dean’s 
case,- however, unlike those of 
the other personalities Ms. 
Haussmann cited. Involved 
more than securing the ser- 
vices of a “thought-provoking" 
speaker for a relatively 
reasonable charge. Mr. Dean, 
after all, was a prominent 
member of an adnhinlstratlon 
that felt under charges of high 
crimes and misdemeanors 
involving treason and breach of 
public trust. He himself was 
found guilty. He served a mere 
four months.

Management aims for high standards, low costs

The greatest challenge to 
McGill In the next decade will 
be to maintain the prestige of 
the university In the face of 
shrinking budgets, says Man- 
agement Dean Laurent Picard. 

A higher teacher-to-student 
ratio and a contracted curricu- 
lum In departments hardest hit 
are likely responses to the 
problems posed by the Impen- 
ding cutbacks, he said. 

However,' Picard, who as- 
sumed the reins of the Man- 
agement Faculty In 1979, 
believes that the objective 
must be "excellence with 
smaller resources." 

Picard says declining stu- 
dent enrollment. Inflation and 
overspending are tKe reasons 
for the tightening budgets. He 
believes McGill Is entering a 
period of reassessment where 
the only likely outcome Is a 
smaller but stronger univer- 
sity. 

“We’vë been living beyond 
our means and there's a need 
for a correction;^ It airnost 
takes a .crisis to^ tighten up 
and be tough... now we're 
facing that crisis and we have 
to be efficient," said Picard. 

Picard warned against "lin- 
ear projections of current 
trends." . 

"If you have a trend for a 
number of years, to try to 
project ab If that was going to 



be the trend Indefinitely. ..Is a 
risky thing. There's a need for 
wisdom In forecasting." 

Picard Is cautioning -univer- 
sity strategists -against form- 
ulating policy for a protracted 
time period, fearing that It will 
not be responsive to students' 
Interests an^ to changes In 
the school's fiscal capacity. 

Picard attributes receding 



Interest In Arts, Science and 
Education programs to stu- 
dents' changing* values. He 
ascribes the swing toward 
professional schools, such as 
Management and Engineering, 
to students’ desire to pursue a 
career In an area In which they 
can have an Immediate Im- 
pact. 

"A lot of people -say that 



students want to earn money 
fast now... they're not looking 
for an Intellectual life, they’re 
looking fora job, so they go to 
Engineering and they go to 
Management and they pile up. 

"That’s very oversimplified 
thinking and It's sad that It’s 
coming from university people 
who pretend that they can do 



"The' fact of the matter Is 
that... students want to do a 
job where they can see a 
result and have the feeling 
that something has changed, 
ratherthan changing the world, 
which was a '68 concept," said 
Picard. 



Liberals are number one with U of T 
students says impromptu poll 



TORONTO (CUP)-An In- 
formal poll of students at the 
University of Toronto shows the 
Liberal Party as the front runner 
In the Feb. 18 election, followed 
by the New Democratic Party, 
with the Conservatives trailing. 

The poll of 500 students had 
the Liberals with 37.4 per cent 
of the student vote, the NDP 
with 21.4, and the Tories with 
19.2 per cent. Undecided voters 
accounted for 15.6 per cent of 
the toml. 

The poll, conducted by the U 
of T student newspaper. The 
Varsity, also showed the 
Rhinoceros Party charging Into 
the election with the support of - 
three per cent of the students, 
closely followed by students 
with more subtle anarchistic 



tendancles— those who will not 
vote at all— who accounted for 
two per cent.
